Our Agricultural Wealth, 

It has beon euid bbat tho man who 
mokea two bludes of grans grow 
whoro on" grow before in a benofaotor 
of his raco. Not tho least romarknblo 
feataro oonnoctod with this Colony is 
the steady increase — bIow ba'i Buro — 
that wo have ruado, year by year, in 
the development of our agricultural 
rosourcos. A low — not raoro than five 
or six — years ago it was boldly assort- 
ed that Vancouver Inland did not pou« 
sobs enough farming land to supply 
a market of ouo thousand consumers, 
or pastures sutliciuntly fertile to fat- 
ton two thousand head of live 
Btock. Time hns shown how lalla- 
oious such assertions wero. Tho Is 
laud, it ia now estimated by farmers 
themselves, will this yoar produce 
onough of tho primo necessaries ol 
liio with many of tho luxuries for ilfi 
OWh consumption. Of vegetables, tho 
potatoe, cubbago and turnip crop.1 will 
be largo; while of the liner descriptions 
- — such as cauliflower, raddiiU and col 
ery there will bo an abundant yiold. 
The crop of wheat will bo unusually 
heavy, and a ready sulo is insured by 
tho erection of the now grist, mill. In 
a ye«ir wo shall not import a box of 
cherries, a t-inglo apple, pear or plum, 
except of tho early varieties, Let the 
Bcoptio of six years ago take a walk 
around Victoria, and within a radius ol 
five milos ho will find upwards ol 
bovoq thousand young and healthy 
trees, all bearing iruit, in tho groatost 
luxurianco and ol the rnoBt delicious 
flavor. And if ho woroto rido through 
alow ol the country districts, he would 
ascertain that our farmors and stock- 
growers will within two years raise 
sufficient stook to supply tho local dot 
mand, bes ; des a surplus for tbo main- 
land. Fancy one fanner atMetchoain, 
■who five yoars ago pofsessod only a 
few cows, sheep and hogs, to-day 
counting his * took by tho thousand and 
anticipating that before tho closo of 
the present year they will number 
four thousand head of all kinds and 
ages; and imagine another agricultur- 
ist in tho same district, who lour 
years ego loft tho city nearly "flat, 
broko," tho result of unprofitable 
speculations, selling nearly$5000 worth 
of Bti ck and farm produce during tho 
last twolvo months, and having thrco 
times his original number of hoad 
still running on tho ranch. Is tho ins 
croaso of stock not wonderlul after 
a nucleus ia once formed? Look at 
tho enormous yield of produce in Vic- 
toria, Soanich and Lake Districts 
from tbo limited number of acres un« 
der cultivation— -a result of the groat 
natural lertility of this much traduced 
soil— and tulto the younger settle- 
ments of Cowichun, Comox, Choma- 
'hub and Salt Spring Island : Those 
districts aro yoarly receiving im- 
port nut accessions to their in- 
habitants, and tho stock, buildings 
and improvements are rapidly increas- 
ing, lu Cowichan Valley, where five 
years ago tho magnificent stock rangos 
■wero innocent of tho hoof of an ani* 
ruul Bave that of tho rod deer, there 
aro now roaming filtoon hundred 
head of beef cattle with hogs 
and shoop in Bufficiont quantity 
to furnish no ineonsidorahlo pro- 
portion of tho mo'it required for Uio 
consumption of tho Islanders and 
main landers, while Cowichan bacon, 
butter, eggs and checso aro recognibod 
and appreciated "institutions" in 
evory grocery und on every private 
table in tho city. At Soolto, too, tho 
yiold will bo largo this yoar. Tho 
farm of tho Hairs—one of tho finest 
on tho Paoiuo slope— is teeming with 
animal lifo, and tho nourishing orops 
wav'o and nod their heads in the broad 
fields. On evory side, in every dis- 
trict, signs ol prosperity are visible. 
New farm buildings are going up on 
all tho ranch 08) choice breeding stock 
is imported by every arrival lrom 
Puget Sound, and tho number ol 
acroB undor cultivation is nearly 
doublo that of any previous year. 
Said a gentleman who had returned 
from a trip through tho agricultural 
districts to us, a low days ago:— Tho 
only placo on tbe Island where L find 
people grumbling about hard times, 
or whore 1 bear expressions of discoiiw 
tent, is Victoria. The country dis- 
tricts aro 'blooming liko a i'oho,' and 
tho farmers aro tho happiest and 
wealthiest man in the colony." Our 
friend spoko tbo truth. Tho farmors 
of thw colony— tho real prodttcors— 
aro laying tho foundation ol fortunes 
and rearing homos for thoso who are 
to como alter them, wbilo many of tho 
consumers aro grumbling at thoir own 
bad lack and growing poorer day by 
day as they grumble Tho farmors will 
be tho "nabobs" hero. Producing 
every primo necessary of life, they 
liteially livo within themselves; and 
being ablo to undoreol tho im- 
ported article, they aro rapidly driving 
cut of com petition tho produoo of tuo^ 



foreign farmor, with which our mnrkot 
was formerly supplied, and substitute 
ing thoir own. Wo look for proat re- 
sults to flow from the woll directed 
efforts of our thrifty agriculturists. 
Thoy havo struggled through many 
difficulties, and having reached a posL 
tion of comparative independence, will 
shortly bo ablo to retain within tho 
country most of the money now sent 
into Oregon and Washington Terris 
tory for tho purchaso of stock. Spcod 
tho day when tho population of Van- 
couver's Island will have bocomo solL 
supporting !

1'aris Letter. 

(Spcolal Paris aud Continental Correspondence.) 

Pahis, April 30tb, 18C7 

Wo Btill continue to livo in a Btnto of uncer- 
tainty as regards tlio future. War or ponco ? 
that is still the question. Will the war cloud 
that is now threatening Kuropo eventually 
vanish or burst upon us? When tho clouds 
gather together, and the storm threatens, a 
preliminary si'ence generally reigns every- 
where, and tho atmosphere becomes heavy and 
oppressive and the world holds its breath. 
To judge by tho symptoms, and all tho indicai 
lions which pre look for and examine with nn 
attentive eyo, this stato of things is about tho 
one wo aro in. A terrible conilict Beems near 
bursting on the banks of the beautiful Rhino. 
Franco and Prussia, who would be the two 
great actors of tho drama, the ead incidents of 
which, perhaps, aro ubout to common 20, are 
looking at e&eh other, t'vmme deut ekiens ile 
faience, as the French say. As yet tlieru has 
not been one (tingle note exchanged between 
Paris and Berlin, and this calm rathur alarms 
the public, as it deviates from tho ordinary 
habits of diplomacy, ever so fertilo in dubious 
conclusions, but prodigiously fruitful in dci 
spatc'hes, notes, circulars, etc. We musti 
however, hope up to tho last moment, as llerr 
Von Bismarck, notwithstanding ttio calumny 
heaped upon I113 head, is a man of great Intel' 
Kenco, aud ho knows full well that war is o 
dreadful calamity, and that Prussia louc pros 
zou, and that ono unluoky turn of the- die 
would ruin the house of Hohcnzullern and the 
new confederation. These considerations aro 
grave and must bo well borno in mind. - Tho 
language of the Prussian papers is still depre- 
catory. Tho Kreuz Zeitung and tho Kolmiaehcl 
Zeitung call out lnsnily to Bismarck not to give 
up anything; Ours aro indeed sad times, und 
what with war threatening us from without 
und strilo between master and man at home, 
wo do not know what is to become of us, for 
shortly wo shall havo no clothes to put upon 
our backs. 

tiik stiukh or tub r-ABis tailors. 

Tho resolution taken by the mastor tailors 
in consequenco or the demands of tho work* 
men, has beon unfortunately carried out. 
There is a general outcry in Paris at present 
for waistcoats, coats, trowsers, <kc, but tho 
tailor is non (it invtntut. The tailors' shops 
are everywhere closed. On the shops of such 
tailors ft3 Dusautey's on tho Boulevard des 
Italians, Raynard's aud others, on tho hermeti- 
cally closed shutters is to bo seen tho follow- 
ing notico : — ''Closed on account of tho itrike 
of tho workmen." Such a spectacle has never 
before been seen in Paris. Crowds of loungers 
atop and look upon tho inscription with awe I 
This notico forma a most terrible blot in tho 
usually animated, brilliant objects of the Boulc-. 
vards, at a timo when foreigners uro flocking 
to the French capital from all parts of the 
Globe. Thirty to forty thousand workman arc 
now without work, winch must at least renrci 
sent 00,000 persons who have not only volun- 
tarily deprived themselves of their usual re- 
sources, but also of an increaso of 10 per 
cent, which was offered them by tho master 
tailors. Tho Workmen's Society has decided 
thai each single workman shall receivo ouo 
franc and a half, and eery married workman 
two fraucs and a half. Who can say how 
long this striko, or greet as it is called here, 
will last? The journeymen tailors are gfltting 
assistance from their colleagues in London 
aud in Brussels. Tho consequenco is that we 
shall eithor be very badly dressed or that wo 
shall be obliged to have our clothes sent ovc r 
to us from England, which will causa us to bo 
taken for sons of perfidious Albion by tbo 
foreigners who como to visit ub during tho 
Exhibition. We shall havo to take to tho sky 
bluo trowsers and the low crowned hat3 worn 
by the Englishmen. 

TUB UIIEAT FBENCll EXIIiniTIOK. 

Notwithstanding tho badness of tho weather 
and tho rumors of war afloat, the Exhibition 
received a goodly number of visitors during 
the Easter holidays. The numbers of people 
who passed tho turnstiles on Easter Sunday 
amounted to 70,000, aud tho number who 
passed on Easter Monday exceeded 100,000. 
Though one would fancy that tho placo was 
too large ever to ho over-crowded, yot the 
number of vi-itors has became so great that 
tho Iron Palace was on Sunday week uncord,, 
fortahly full. All Paris and his vvifo seems 
bent on Geeing aud doing the Exhibition thor- 
oughly, although tho weather is persistently 
bad — wet, wot, wot — everlasting rain, so tint, 
a visit to tho numerous attractions in tho 
park— in our opinion tho most interesting — is 
an impossibility, except for thoao provided 
with a diving diess. Tho races of La Marche 
and tho Iiois do Boulogne, as well na the 
cricket matches, got up by tho English and 
American residents in Paris, and which in 
other years attracted immense crowds, are 
now neglected for tho Champs do Mars. 
People nro beginning to crowd hither from all 
parts. Tho Great Eastern arrived a few days 
ago at Brest with a goodly cargo of Ameri- 
cans, and in a week or two wo aro to havo an 
invasion of riflemen from England. The want 
of proper conveyance to thu Exhibition is a 
serious evil, and the commission cannot bo too 
severely blamed for having neglected lo niako 
arrangomonts for taking people to their inn 
menso shop, or rather bazanr. To get to the 
Exhibition is not ao difficult; it Is in thai r« 
spect much liko u mouse-trip j but to get 
away, to get homo to dinner after ii walk of 
aomo two miles round and round tho gasome- 
ter— oh, thero'a tho rub. Tlio Cab-stand in 
about a mile from the Exhibition, and atnbout 
fivo o'clock, when tho public wish to gel 
away till at once, thu confusion is something 
awful to look at, nnd tho suffering of women 
and children ia vory groat. The Champs tin 
Mars is at a very great distance from tho con>. 
tro of Paris, anil a visit to tbo Exhibition cm 
tails the sncrlfico of a wholo day. It must, 
moreover, bo recollected that thero ia hardly 
any possibility of silting down, and thoso who 
wish to rest thoir wenry limbs must go to tho 
central prisonliko gardens and pay a sou for a 
scat, Lot all thoso who nro not ablo to stand.
